* Multiplicity of Interpretations of that Word, and coming as 
* nextly and direétly to the true Ge/pel-Senfe of it asI can, I 
take it to be thus defcribed : This GLory is the Splendor arid 
Shine of Divine Excellency ; as Gon is a Gon of Mercy and 
Holinefs, appearing in the Glafs of bis Word and Ordinances, 
whereby He transformeth a People into his Likenefs, and di/po- 
Seth them praétically to his Praife and Glory. 

After excellent Matter under thofe three general Heads, 
he prcceeds to the Application. And his fecond Ufe is of Ex- 
AMINATION, © Whether the LORD be [ i.e. now] THE 
* Giory in the midft of his Churches in NEw-ENGLAND ? 
To which he fays, ¢ I cannot fay much to the Anfwer of fo 
* hard a Queftion, neither is it expedient for me upon this 
© Occafion fo fay all I can; but I crave Liberty to prefent to 
* your Confideration two Rules of Trial. 

‘ 1. The firf, and that which is moft manifeft is, When 
the Lorp’s Glory in the midft of a People is a Rifing Glory, 
like the rifing Sun powerfully convincing the Beholders ; like a 
rifing Sun looketh forth as the Morning, fo heart-gladding to 
the Faithful in Ifrael, while they behold the Lorp arifing 
glorioufly into his refting Place, adorning his Sandtuary~ 
Means with his Salvation, and maketh his Saints fhout for 
Joy ; this argueth clearly P/a/. 132.9. When Zicn’s Voice 
ipeaking to her Children fo comfortably, Come fuck of Zion’s 
Breafts and te fatisfie’, milk out and be delighted with the Abun- 
dance of her Glory; this argueth very comfortably indeed for 
a People, J/a. 66. 11. And then the Glory proves to bean 
affrighting Glory to thofe who are not faithful in Ifrael, that 
they are afraid in their clofe Places, and dare not openly fhew 
themfelves, P/al. 18. 45: and fome of them in their Af- 
frizhtment are driven to give GopGlory, Rev. 11.13. So 
that when the Glory in the midft of a People proveth to be 
fo Heart-gladding to the Faithful, fo Spirit-affrighting to the 
Unfaithful, and thus powerfully convincing to Beholders ; 
doubtlefs the protecting Prefence of the Lord fhall be in a 
Degree as manifeft for their Safety: This was the i of 
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Jirft Settlers of New-Enauawnp. “9s

come lower and proceed to a _fecond Rule of Tryal. 
« 2. When there is fomewhat of a divine Glory yet breaking 
through the Clouds of all thofe Things which are againft a 
People: That though it be a cloudy Day, and yet a Day 
[wherein] the Light doth prevail; that tho’ a Time of 
Eclipfe, and yet not fo total but the Light may be feen, 
Now I befeech you fuffer me to exemplifie in fome plain /i- 
Jtances: If Curis hath fomething againft a Church or 
Chriftian Common-wealth, becaufe they have /eft their fir? 
Love and do not their firff Works, and they are in Danger of 
the Removal of their Candleftick if they do not fpeedily re- 
pent ; and yet if there be a Shine in the midft of thofe cloudy 
Declinings, of that which CHR1IsT owneth ard calleth La- 
bour, Work and Patience, and cannot bear with them who are 
evil, (who are manifeftly and convictingly evil) Rev. 2. 2,2, 
If there be yet any of the Splendor of Grace and Godline/s 
breaking through thofe cloudy Declinings ; this at prefent 
bails them, and the Lorn at prefent preferves them, and 
continueth waiting and ftriving with them that they would 
return and do their firf? Works. But this is only general, let 
me {peak a little more particularly ; Whatever the Enormities 
and Scandals of fome may be ; yet if there be a confiderable 
Number of thofe who fhine, but efpecially if the ru/iny and 
carrying Party do fhine in Grace and Gedline/s, this wil! argue 
for that People : If there be yet among them a very confide- 
rable Number of thofe who have the Sea! of GOD on their 
Forehead, Rev. 7. 4. and have the Qualifications of the 
Lams’s Company fpoken of in Rev. 14. 1. /fanding upon 
Mount Zion with and for the LAMB of GOD : If yet a con- 
fiderable Number of thofe who figh becaufe of the Abomina- 
tions committed, Ezek. g. 6. and weep forely becaufe of thofe 
Evils ; as you heard of the People of whom the Text {peak- 
eth: But e/pectally if the ruling Party do, tho’ through many 
Difficulties, fhine in Godline/s, and the Glory of Gop ap- 
peareth as of old in the Tabernacle of the Congregation of the 
Lorp, to the fupprefling and confounding of all fcandalous 
Practices, Numb. 14. 10. So if there be a divine Glory ap- 
pearing in Church Affemblies and Court Ajfemblies, and maketh 
the Head of the Malefactor to bow down with Shame, and 
others to hear and fear; but in no wi/e to fadden the Hearts of 
the Righteous, whom the Lory will not have made fad.

We might eafily produce féveral other eminent Witneffes of 


the Power and Prevalence of Religion among the fir/t Settlers of 
New-EnGLAnp, and may offer more hereafter : ‘But thefe 
may fuffice at prefent ; efpecially fince #)i: will be yet further

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defcribed in Way of Comparifon, by our famousWriters, undet 
the IId general Head; which is to reprefent the great and la- 
mented Decay of Religion in the fucceeding Generations. 
But having juft received fome entertaining Letters from the 
weftern Parts of SCOTLAND; we are willing to deferr the 
Chriftian Hiftory of New-EnGLanp to another Paper ; that 
we may gratify our Aious Readers with thefe frefh and joyful 
Occurrences,

© Rev. and dear Sir, 


‘ —pHk moft remarkable News from our Parts are, bléffed 
‘ be God, the fame we have from you, We in the 
South and Weft of ScorTL ann have great Reafon to join in 
Thankfulnefs to God with you for the Days of the Re- 
deemer’s Power that we are favoured with. God has vifited 
us in much Love: Religion begins to revive among us, which 
no Doubt you have heard of. Mr. Whitefield came to Scot- 
land in Summer 17.41 for the fir/t Time : And in many Places 
where he preached, his Miniftrations were evidently bleffed, 
particularly in the Cities of Edinburgh and Glafgow ; where 
a confiderable Number of Perfons were brought under fuch 
Impreffions of Religion as have never yet left them, but are 
ftill following on to know the Lord. 
‘ However this was only the Beginning of far greater 
Things : For about the Middle of February la/?, avery great 
Concern appeared among the People of CAMBUSLANG, a 
fmall Parifh lying feur Miles South-eaft of Glafgow, undet 
the Paftoral Infpection of the Rev. Mr. William Mc Cullock, 
a Man of confiderable Parts and great Piety. ‘This Concern 
appeared with fome Circumftances very unufual among us : 
to wit, fevere bodily Agonies, Out-cryings and Faintings in 
the Congregation ; which we hear has attended the famé 
good Work in moft Places of your Country. This made 
the Report of it fpread like Fire, and drew vaft Multitudes of 
People from all Quarters to that Place: And I believe in fs 
than two Months after the Commencement of it there weré 
few Parifhes within twelve Miles of Cambuflang but hid fomé 
more or fewer awakned there to a very deep piercing Senfé 
€ of Sin ; and many ata much greater Diftance. Iam verily 
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perfwaded with your worthy Brother Mr. Cooper, in his 
Preface to Mr. Edwards’s Sermon, that God has made u/fe 
thefe uncommon Circumftances to make his Work fpread the fafter. 
‘ But blefled be God, Cambuflang is not the only Place where 
thefe Impreffions are got: The fame Work is fpreading in 
other Parifbes, and under their own Minifters ; particularly 
at Calder, Kilfyth and Cumbernauld, all to the North and 
North-caft of Glafgow and in the Prefbytery thereof. AndI 
doubt not that fince the Middle of February when this Work 
began at Cambuflang, there are upwards of two Thoufand 
Perfons awakened, and almoft all of them by the beft Ac- 
counts I have in a promifing Condition : there being very few 
Inftances of Impoftors or fuch as have toft their Impreffions ; 
and many whom we are bound to think are true Scripture 
Converts, and evidencing it by a fuitable Walk and Converfa- 
tion. There is evidently a greater Serioufnefs and Concern 
about Religion appearing in moft of our Congregations than 
formerly, a greater Defire after the Word ; People applying 
themfelves more clofely to their Duty, and erecting new So- 
cicties for Prayer and fpiritual Conference: which gives us 
the joyful Profpeét of a confiderable Enlargement of the 
MesstaAu’s Kingdom. 

© My Parifp his likewife had fome Share in this good Work. 
There has been above an Hundred new Communicants among, 
them this Summer who never did partake of the bleffed Sacra- 
ment before: which is five Times as many as ever I admitted 
in any former Year. The moft of them were awakned at 
Cambujlang ; Some of them in their own Church; and 
others their lmprefiions have been more gradual, and not at- 
tended with thefe uncommon Circumftances befofe-menti- 
oned. And it is to be obferved that before we admit any 
Perfon to the Lord’s Table, we particularly examine them, 
and are fatisfied with their Knowledge of the Principles of ° 
Religion, of the Nature and Ends of the Sacrament, and the 
Impreffions of Religion they have on their Minds. 

‘ Mr. Whitefield has made a fecond Vifit to ScoTLAND. 
He came down to Edinburgh in Fune laft, and has been with 
us in and about Gla/zow for fome Weeks paff : And I hopehis 
Labours have been blefled to many, both for the awakning of 
fecure unconcerned Sinners, and for comforting thofe under 
Soul Diftrefs. He is really the moft affiduous fervent Prea- 
cher of the Gofpel [ ever knew,and has fomething extreamly 
uncommon about him. Thofe 
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© Thofe who are friendly to this Workamong us have a high 
Senfe ofthe Worth of Mr. Edwards of Northampton ; and 
reckon themfelves exceedingly obliged to him for that in- 
comparable Sermon on the Marks of a Work of the Spirit 
ef Gop wherein he reafons with the greateft Judgment and 
Solidity, and a Mind perfectly free of all enthufiaftic or Party 
Humours : and pray that he may be long preferved as an 
Ornament to the Church of CHRrisT in that Part of the 
World where God has caft his Lot.---

© Bleffed be theLord,the Evidences of theReality of the Work 
are multiplying ; {uch happyEvidences as aremention’d in the 
CambuflangNarrative : particularly greatRegards to theGlory 
of God’sGrace in his Son’s Mediation, and the Work of bie 
Spirit ; much Love, Humility, Mecknefs, Peace: A confi- 
derable Number of Inftances of Reftitution, confift with 
my Knowledge. 

© It is remarkable that befides thofe who are awaken’d by 
Ordinances, fome feem to be awaken’d when not attending 
thefe, but otherwife employed: In one Forencon, in the 
Country, I faw three young Per fons awakened at Home, the 
Evening before, all in one Village, i in Aday latt. ) 

¢ As to Mournings and Outeries it is obfervable, and certain, 
that thefe Things fometimes are fo very confiderable when 
the Minifter is not preaching on the Terrors of the Lorn, 
but on the moft comfortable Subjeéis: that fometimes they 
who blamed others for crying out,have been afterwards forced 
to it themfelves.

London, Nov. 17. 1742. 
“Mi R. Whitefield arrived here about ten Days fince from 
‘ Scotland,where,as thePapers mention, he has beer 
* preaching inceflantly and fuecefsfully, and has continued fo 
* todo ever fince he came to London. In order to prevent 
* his Enemies having Occafion to fay that he hinders People 
* from their Labour, he preaches in the Morning (tho’ now 
* very raw and cold) at fix o’Clock, being above an Hour 
© before Sunrife, and finifhes about half an Hour after : He 
‘ — again in the Evening at fix o’Clock, and finifhes 
* before eight.’ 
‘Feb. 16. 1742. 
---6 ME: Whitefield is fill here, but will go ina few Days 
* for Briffol, and from thence to Georgia: He has 
* been down to Scotland fince came, and preached his fare- 
“ well Sermon there to 50,000 People ; he has fince been to 
* Wales at the Defire-of many Minifters there in a Letter to 
* him: Succefs attends him where-ever he goes. --- 
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
